Mayor Brown, during his recent 
sit to Ottawa interested the western 
embers in the proposal and a com- 
ittee, composed of George Allen, 
Yinnipeg; Dr. Cowan, Regina; W. A.

Fancouver; and Dr, Toimie, Victoria, 
as appointed to take up the proposal 
ith the Dominion government. Pre- 
jer Norris and Sir Edward Brown of 
Manitoba, have promised their sup- 
vrt and the Alberta Industrial Re- 
earch board have also agreed. Mayor 
Brown will proceed to Vancouver to 
ddress the Board of Trade there, and 
ill later xo on to Victoria to take up 
he question with the B.C, government.

The Alberta wool market seems to 
be decidedly uncertain at the present 
time, and according to Mr. Booth, 
buyer for the Albert Kerr Hide & Fur 
company, the demand for the coarser 
wools, such as are produced in north- 
ern Alberta, is very slow, and few of 
the sheep men in the north are keep- 
ing the Merino sheep, which give the 
wool that {s in demand this year, he 
states. These coarse wools are oniy 
suitable for the weaving of blankets, 
the khaki uniform material, so much 
so much used during the war, and like 
purposes, 

From the northern part of Alberta 
this year, the grading of wool is sell- 
ing at 25c to 40c at the present time, 
but buyers are not bidding just at 
present on the coarse wools at all, and 
this is on instructions from their head 
offices in the east, 

Although Secretary Star, of the 
Sheepbreeders' association, is not yet 
ready to accept woo! ,and will not be 
till after, the exhibition, he expects to 
advance’ 35c a pound, so that would 
indicate that he expects a price around 
50c, However, as stated, the wool 


market is in a very uncertain state at 
the present time, but the prospects are 
that it will stiffen with the signing of 
the peace treaty and the world finds 
the supplies it has on hand, 


practically all districts in the prov- 
ince, Local showers were general this 
week, but not sufficient moisture fell 
to ensure a good crop. The next ten 
days will be critical. If they bring 
rain and plenty of it, the present light 
crop may yet prove a good one.

Requires a Lot of Rain 

Practically all the territory south of 
the Canadian Pacific railway requires| 
a lot of rain. From Gainsboro west 
to Oxbow and Alamedt and within 
ten miles of Estevan and also on the 
Luxton line around Manor and Car- 
lyle the grasshopper has done much 


damage. Outlook, Eyebrow, Craik 
and Bradwell also report the grass- 


hopper plague On the Soo line as 
far south as Yellow Grass, the crop 
is fair. In spots from Yellow Grass 
south, it has been very dry, particu- 
larty around Weyburn until Thurs- 
day, when rain fell. The Assiniboia 
linu running west from Weyburn is 
very dry to Pangman, but some 
points west are in better condition. 
Thi crop looks very poor through the 
Sheunavon, Govenlock and Expanse 
districts. The distroct west adjacent 
to the main line of the C.P.R, has 
had more moisture than the southern 
part and looks better, but from Moose 
Jaw west, rain is badly needed. In 
the immediate neighborhood of Swift 
Current, the crop is very poor. Down 
the Vanguard line southeast of Swift 
Current and east to Morse and a 
circle of 18 miles north of the rail- 
way, crops are heading to a failure, 
in the entire district, it has been ex- 
ceedingly dry. On the line from 
Swift Current to Empress, with the 
exception of 35 miles adjacent to 
Swift Current, the crop is satisfactory | 
and will be brought along well if 
rain comes during the next few days, 
Fairly Good in North 

In northeastern Saskatchewan there 
was a heavy rain two weeks ago, The| 
prospects are considered fairly good 
but some isolated districts still re- 
port continual drought which is very 
hard on crops on new land, 

In northwestern Saskatchewan the 
crops have not suffered severely from 
lack of rain but they must have 
moisture now. High drying winds 
have prevailed throughout the greater 
part of the province and the only dis- 
tricts reporting heavy rains are York. 
ton, Indianhead and Melville, 

Between Saskatoon and Regina, 
Davidson seems to be the turning 
point, North of there, crops are 
light; south they are better and Re- 
gina districe seems to offer a good 
crop.

burning up; at Budeford the hot winds 
are burning the crop too, moisture 
needed badly; Monitor reports would 
indicate that 25 per cent. of the crop 
is already gone and on the 26th hail 
came which destroyed four or five sec- 
tions to the north. They had a little 
rain on Thureday night. 

In the Lacombe subdivision the 
prospects are generally counted good, 
but they are ready for a soaking rain 
there aiso. At Clive they had about 
15 minutes’ rain on Thursday night, 
at Alix very dry, but no damage to 
crops yet; at Erskine had heavy rain 
on Thursday night and rain again on 
Friday; at Stettler crops are coming 
on fine but are needing rain now; 
Botha reported heavy rain on Friday 
afternoon; at Gadsby, fifteen minutes 
rain on Thursday night and cloudy on 
Friday; at Halkirk, warm and dry, 
needing rain; Castor, cool and cloudy 
on Friday and needing rain within oa 
week to save damage to crops, while 
the same conditions exist at Fleet. 

In the Wetaskiwin subdivision con- 
ditions are reported just fair, with the 
cut worm still doing considerable 
work. At Bittern Lake the cut worm 
is working and although up to the 
present the crops have suffered little 
from drought, rain is needed now; at 
Camrose the crop is fine yet, but rain 
is needed now; at Bawlf there was a 
light shower Thursday night, but the 
rest of the week was hot and dry; at 
Daysland there was only five minutes’ 
rain on Thursday night and moleture 
{s needed badly for the crop; at 
Strome there have been high winds 
and the light land is suffering for rain; 
Killam hot and dry, light shower on 
Thursday night; Sedgewick, conditions 
similar to Killam and at Lougheed 
they report that rain is needed imme- 
diately to save forty per cent. of the 
crop. 

In the Ledue division conditions are 
very good but all points wanting rain. 
At Red Deer there are reports of a 
few fields of barley being destroyed 
by the cut worm but practically no 
damage to the wheat; there were lo- 
cal showers during the week. At 
Blackfalds they are needing rain but 
there is no damage from drought yet; 
at Lacombe they will be needing rain 
badly in a few days; at Ponoka they 
are needing rain also; at Millet the 
crops are still growing, but the hay 
is very light and short and cut worms 
are doing some damage, and they re-

Professor McLauren of the Univer- 
sity of Saskatchewan, was present at 
the meeting and gave some highly in- 
teresting information, as to the pro- 
per use of coal in furnaces, in order 
to utilize the Alberta coal for more 
complete combustion. He estimated | 
conservatively that more than 25 ber | 
cent, of the coal is now being wasted 
through inefficient methods of com- 
bustion. So that with six millions of 
tons of coal mined in Alberta last year, 
a million and a quarter tons were 
wasted, and over seven million dollars 
were represented in that waste.

May 


Found guilty, in the opinion of the 
jury of the charge of attempted mur- 
der, John Musa, a returned soldier, 
was sentenced by Mr. Justice Scott {n 


the supreme court Friday morning 
to four years in the penitentiary. The 
maximum penalty for this offense is 
life imprisonment, 

Musa was convicted of shooting his 
young wife on the 26th of last May, 
jleaving her for dead in the woods not 
far from Leduc, He had taken her 
with him on a supposed land deal, 
| going down to Leduc from Edmonton 
on the train in the evening. Accord- 
ing to the evidence of the young wife, 
| whom Musa married in France short- 
before his return to Edmonton, she 
walked in advance of her husband 
jalung the foot path through the 
|woods, Without warning she felt a 
sudden shock and lost consciousness. 
|W hen she recovered later in the night 
}she found herself wounded in the back 
}and covered with blood. She manag- 
ed to drag herself to a farm house 
{and was brought to the Misericordia 
| hospital in Edmonton, where she gave 
her story to the provincial police. 
| Before Musa, who had returned to Ed- 
monton, knew that his wife had not 
succumbed to the revolver wounds, 
he way found here in the city and ar- 
rested by the provincial police. 

The accused made a plea for mercy 
;On the grounds of his war service and 
of temporary mental aberration at 
the time of the shooting. Although 
finding him guilty the jury made a 
recommendation for mercy and tn pas. 
{sing sentence Justice Scott, while em- 
|phasising the awful nature of the 
}crime, took into consideration the 
|services which Musa had rendered in 
the war and made the penalty four 
years in penal servitude. 

Musa is a native of southern Russia 
and enlisted in Edmonton for service 
overseas He and his young French 
| wife were married in France early 
jin the present year, arriving In Ed- 
monton May 22nd, Mrs, Musa has 
|no relatives in this country,
